most convenient localities; the sppoint* 
ment of a fire marshal, with authority 
to inspect and eimmine all chimneys, 
etc., and see that they are made secure; 
that* as soon as spring opens sueh fur­ 
ther action be taken as will the better 
protect our olty. Wells can be dug new; 
as cheap or cheaper than at any other 
time, an.^ it will furnish employment to 
those who stand in need of it. 
I would also recommend that you 
meet often until you have perfected 
code of laws necessary for the govern­ 
ment of nor city, at which meetings 
shall recommend such action as may be 
necessary, under the circumstances, as 
they msywrise. 
It is highly probable that an oarly 
decision will be made by the Morfoern
